Our  office  and  nursery  are  located  on  the  Bed- 
ford-Concord  Road,  one  mile  from  Bedford  Center 
and  three  and  one-half  miles  from  Concord.  To 
reach  us  from  Boston,  which  is  1 5  miles  distant, 
drive  through  Arlington,  thence  through  Lexing¬ 
ton  to  Bedford.  From  Lowell  which  is  12  miles 
distant,  drive  through  Billerica  to  Bedford.  Motor 
Busses  from  Arlington  Heights  or  Concord,  via 
Bedford,  pass  the  nursery  at  frequent  intervals. 

Purchasers  should  state  plainly  the  mode  of 
conveyance  by  which  stock  should  be  forwarded. 
Otherwise  we  exercise  our  judgment.  For  delivery 
by  motor  truck,  a  cartage  charge  will  be  made  in 
accordance  with  size  of  load  and  distance  to  be 
hauled.
